ONDON, March 17th. Letters from Hague of 18. 
N. §. Say that in the Battle which was Fought 
Schonen between the Swedes and the Danes on the 
roth 1 ftant. The latter had above 8000 Men killed of 
their Army, which confifted only 1;00e; but we hear 
of no vrifoners, the Swedes giving no Quarter. Of 
the Regiment of the Blew Guards which confilted of 
1300 Men, not above 170 remained, and of that of the 
Couceo’s Regiment aout 160, and about 80 of the Re- 
giment of the Prince of Hefle. thefe 3 Regiments hav- 
ing rec'eved the watrh of the F:g'it. "Tis faid that up- 
onthe arrival of the Courier which bronght che News 
to the King of Denmark at Copenhagen, of the Dateat 
of his Army inSchonen, his Majefty had fent ordert for 
4 Menof War and feveral Tran!ports to Sail for Hel- 
finburg (where the reft of his Army had retir’d) and 
Ymba'k the remainaer of the Troops and bring them 
over to Denmark, but other advices contradict this, 
faying thac the King v ould Imbark hunfelt upou thofe 
thofe Men of War to go aad joy the remainder of his 
Troops with a confiderable Reiuforcement at Helfin- 
bourg, burt this laccer is believed to be only to Palliate 
the lois the Danes have Sutiar'd inthe Fight, having 
{pread abroad that the Swedes had loft more Men than 
they, hewever the &rft feems more probable if we may 
Credit fome advices wy'ch fay thatthe Swedes begun 
to Cannonide Helfinbourg on the 11 at § in the Morn. 
ing, and that that Place was not like to hold ont! ng, 
fo that the Danes that retired there would be forced to 
Surrender Prifoners of War. Tis teared this will make 
fome Alterations in the Prefent Conjecture of Affairs 
and the Peace, by reafon ’tis faid that the King of Den- 
mark has fent Orders to his Troops that are inthe Ser- 
vice of the Allies to return Home, and at the faine time 
that this News will hinder the French King to come to 
a Compliance with the demands of the A'lics tor the 
Effecting a Piece; and will encourage him to hazard 
another Campain. . 

Letters from the ‘Hasire, fay that the Corner which 
had been fent to Verfailles by the French Plenipotenti- 
aries arrived on the 18 in the Evening at Geertruden- 
berg upon which Montieur Van Buys, and Monfieur 
Van der Dufer P!enipotentiaries of the States, were to 
fet out she next Morning for that Place to have another 
Conference with rhem npon the Subic¢t of Peace. 
And on the other Hand his Highnefs she Duke of Marl- 
borough, with my Lord Townthend and Count Zin- 
zendorf, had a long Con‘:-ence together on the Morn- 
ing of ine date of thdie Leyers upon the Affairs of the 
Northern Crowns in older to find means to make Peace 
between them that by the fame they do not retire their 
Troops, which they have in the Service of the Allies; 
but ‘tis feared this will not take Effeé& by reafon they 
arear prefent Animated one againft the other. Which 
is all trom Yours, €7¢.
